7 V. - Sttttd-wieh  Islands. — U will  lie  recollected 
that  in  one  of  these  cluster  of  islands  (Owyhee) 
the  celebrated  circumnavigator,  Capt.  Cook, 
lost  his  life  ; and  that  in  the  account  of  his 
Voyages,  the  natives  were  represented  as  un- 
commonly suspicious,  rude,  fierce  and  savage, 
when  compared  to  many  other  of  the  isles 
which  he  visited  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, and  as 
less  susceptible  or  less  likely  to  obtain,  at  an 
early  day,  the  blessings  and  benefits  of  civili- 
zation. Navigators,  however,  who  have  since 
visited  these  isles,  inform  us,  that  they  are  the 
first  in  that  great  ocean,  who  are  likely  to  de- 
rive much  benefit  from  European  discovery- 
A great  man  has  arisen  among  them,  their 
chief  or  king,  Tammamah,  whose  mind, 
bursting  through  the  prejudices  of  education 
and  habit,  and  without  the  aid  of  literature 
and  sc  ience,  at  once  sees  all  these  benefits, 
and  determines  to  secure  them  to  his  country- 
men. 

What  the  great  of  Europe  have  distantly 
seen  through  the  light  of  many  centuries,  it 
has  been  his  lot,  to  grasp  in  a lifetime.  By 
the  force  of  his  genius,  it  seems,  lie  has  united, 
in  a short  lime,  all  this  cluster  of  islands 
into  one  power — is  introducing  into  them  very 
fast,  the  arts  of  civilized  life — has  employed 
a fleet  of  some  force,  and  carries  on  a direct 
trade  of  some  importance,  to  the  N.  W.  coast 
of  America,  and  to  China- 

A son  of  this  chief,  who  was  badly  wounded 
in  the  battle  between  the  Enterprize  and  the 
Boxer,  with  the  Algerine  frigate,  it  is  said,  is 
now  receiving  an  education  by  order  ot  the 
navy  department,  iit  Connecticut,  who  intends 
sending  him  home  as  soon  as  his  education  is 
completed.  It  may  be  proper  to  add,  that  the 
death  of  Capt.  Cook  appears  to  be  sincerely 
regretted  by  the  inhabitants  of  these  islands.

In  the  arch  ceiling  is  represented  Thtmis, 
daughter  of  Heaven  and  earth,  Goddess  of 
justice,  under  the  form  ofa  venerable  woman, 
seated  on  clouds — her  brow  encircled  with  a 
rich  pearl  diadem,  looking  down  at  the  mor- 
tal; below — seems  to  command  them  to  obey 
the  laws. — In  one  hand  she  holds  the  scales  to 
weigh  the  actions  of  men — in  the  oilier  she 
holds  a sword  for  the  punishment  of  the  guil- 
ty  near  her  are  several  Gumii,  with  vari- 

ous attributes,  and  two  of  them  are  holding 
a Cartoon  with  these  words  : 

“ Jus  stium  cinque  tribuens  ” 

On  the  circular  walls  are  painted  14  columns 
in  the  Corinthian  order,  between  which  are 
niches,  in  each  of  which  are  the  following  sta- 
tues : — 

No.  1 Represents — Foresight,  holding  in 
one  hand  an  eye  surrounded  with  the  rays  of 
light— in  the  other  hand  a compass  to  mark 
the  precise  measure  of  probability  in  mens* 
actions. 

No.  2.  Clemency  or  .Mercy — holding  in  one 
hand  a branch  of  laurel  as  used  among  the  an- 
cient nations  to  absolve  the  guilty— an  eagle 
at  her  feet,  resting  upon  a thunderbolt,  with 
an  olive  branch — symbol  of  mercy. 

No.  3-  Concord— crowned  w ith  wreaths  of 
flowers,  holding  in  one  hand  two  cornucopias, 
or  horns  ot  plenty  entwined — in  the  other  hand 
a Pomegranate — symbol  of  the  union  of  the 
people. 

No.  4.  Charity — suckling  a child,  and  two 
at  her  feet.  I 

No.  5.  Liberty— won  by  courage,  trampling 
on  a broken  yoke. 

No  6.  America — with  a bow  in  one  hand — 
in  the  other  a javelin — a quiver  and  arrow  s at 
her  back— a lizzard  at  her  feet— symbol  of 
this  part  of  the  world. 

No  7.  Eloquenct — crowned  with  garland* 
and  pearls,  bidding  in  one  hand  a sceptre — 
in  the  other  an  open  book. 

No  8 Prudence — holding  a mirror,  sur- 
rounded with  snakes — the  mirror  designs  that 
the  prudent  man  rules  all  his  actions,  by  a 
knowledge  of  Ins  own  faults — the  snake  is  the 
symbol  of  prudence. 

No  9.  Strength — is  represented  by  a strong 
woman,  holding  in  one  hand  a branch  of  Oak 
—leaning  on  a broken  column,  with  the  skin 
of  a vanquished  Lion. 

No.  10.  Vigilance — holding  a book  in  one 
hand— in  the  other,  a spear— symbol  of  activi- 
ty-

tlieir  use  and  benefit,  requesting  him  to  lay 
the  same  before  his  brethren,  as  he  had  oppor. 
tunity,  for  their  consideration,  with  such  e3. 


planations  as  he  the  said  f H suggested;  the 
mme  effectually  to  do  this,  a general  meeting 
if  the  society  was  called,  and  after  appointing 
Isaac  Gilbert,  sen.  chairman,  and  Jacob  Wolf, 
secretary,  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of 
the  aforesaid  act,  and  adopted  the  following 
resolutions,  as  expressive  .4  their  real  senti- 
ments of  its  most  obvious  character — S3  fol- 
lows : ’ -

the  simplicity  of  the  gospel  ; to  enlist  their 
feelings  in  the  interest  of  pavty  politics  ; to 
enslave  their  consciences  to  those  who  are 
most  liberal,  and,  in  fine,  to  induce  thrin  to 
place  the  cross  of  Christ  at  the  feet  of  civil 
authority. 

Resolved , iTijt  neither  in  the  nature  of 
things,  or  by  any  authority  vested  in  them,  do 
we  conceive  that  the  legislature  of  this  state, 
has  any  right  to  make  appropriations  of  the 
people’s  money,  which  was  raised  for  ether 
purposes,  to  the  ur.e  and  benefit  of  religious 
societies  • for  if  the  good  people  of  this  state 
are  disposed  to  make  such  appropriations, 
they  can  and  w ill  do  it  without  the  iot-.-rfier* 
ence  of  the  general  assembly. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  be  persuaded  that? 
tile  legislature,  in  appropriating  twelve  thous- 
and dollars  of  a doubtful  claim,  to  the  use  ami 
benefit  of  the  Methodists  as  a people,  hsve 
done  it  from  any  good’ will  they  hear  toward 
them,  but  wholly  from  party  motives  and  de- 
signed to  influence  the  elections  for  state  au- 
thorities • and  whereas  the  moi\ey  so  appro- 
priated is  part  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thous- 
and dollars,  claimed  for  services  said  to  be  ren- 
dered the  United  States  during  the  late  war 
with  Great  Britain  ; and  wheraas  t lie  general 
government  has  denied  the  legality  of  sucli 
claim,  and  refused  to  pay  the  demand,  with 
the  exception  of  about  seventeen  thousand 
dollars  ; therefore 

Resolved.  That  w e view  the  appropriations 
made  to  the  Methodists,  Baptists  and  Episco- 
palians, as  a matter  -of  intrigue,  designed  ei- 
ther to  make  a tool  of  these  religious  denom- 
inations, to  pave  the  way  for  obtaining  the 
balance  of  ninety-five  thousand  dollars,  (sixty- 
eight  thousand  of  which  is  appropriated  to  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Cosigregationslists  and 
Y’ale  College!  or  in  the  event  they  should  tail 
of  obtaining  the  several  sums  appropriated  lu 
their  use  and  benefit,  to  alienate  the  minds  of 
these  sects  from  the  administration  of  the  gen-* 
eral  government,  and  by  that  means  do  some- 
thing towards  helping  themselves  into  the 
chair  of  state 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  all  Chris- 
tians to  be  on  their  guard  against  the  intrigues 
of  worldly  men  : to  maintain  their  right,  lib- 
berties  and  privileges  sacred  and  entire,  a- 
gainst  every  attempt  either  by  fraud  or  force 
to  wrest  them  from  their  hands 
Resolver.,  Tlieref.re,  that  we  recommend, 
and  it  is  hereby  recommended  to  our  brethren 
in  this  state,  peaceably,  quietly,  and  seriously 
to  meet  together  in  tlieir  several  societies  (as 
we  lave  done)  lo  take  into  consideration  the 
late  act  of  the  assembly,  making  an  appropri- 
ation of  twelve  thousafid  dollars  to  thoir  u-e 
and  benefit,  under  the  circumstances  above  no- 
ticed, and  determine  (as  there  are  about  four 
thousand  communicants  in  ltn9  slate)  whether 
they  will  be  bought  over  to  the  interests  of 
tlieir  oppressors  for  the  paltry  sum  of  three 
dollars  per  head,  a sum  too,  worse  than  old 
continental  money,  as  it  has  no  existence  only 
in  words,  and  never  will  have,  unless  they, 
with  the  Baptists  and  Episcopalians  can  give 
it  one. 

Resolved,  That  a vote  of  Nranks  be  pres  rat- 
ed, and  the  same  is  hereby  presented  lo  those! 
members  of  the  gereral  assembly  who-opposed 
and  withheld  tlieir  votes  from  the  support  of 
the  bill  making  the  appropriation  of  money 
now  under  our  considera’  ion 

Resolved,  That  the  above  proceeding  be 
published  in  some  public  newspapers,  and  the 
different  pi  inters  in  the  state  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  copy  the  same  into  their  respective 
papers.

The 
city  of  Albany  being  the  place  designated  by 
the  treaty  of  Ghent  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Commissioners,  tve  i nders  and  that  it  accord- 
ingly took  place  yesterday.  From  the  late- 
ness of  the  season,  however,  they  will  not  be 
able  to  commence  their  operations  this  falls 
but  we  are  informed  that  they  will  probably 
organize  the  board,  and  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  entr)  on  their  lab  .rs  as  soon 
ss  the  water  shall  open  in  the  spring.  The 
line  to  be  run  by  this  board  embraced  an  ex- 
tent of  more  than  two  thousand  miles,  through 
one  of  the  most  interesting  countries  on  the 
globe,  and  its  establishment  will  determine 
the  rights  of  the  respective  governments  t» 
an  immense  number  of  very  valuable  Islands; 
which  are  now  subjects  of  controversy.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  political  advantages  resulting 
from  this  Commission,  we  anticipate  from  the 
labors  of  the  copimissioners,  and  the  gentle- 
men who  will  accompany  them,  much  useful 
and  interesting  information  connected  wi'h 
the  geology,  mineralogy,  and,  generally,  w ith 
the  natural  history  of  the  north  west  section 
of  the  Urpted  States.

Fello  w Citizen*  of  the  Senate, 

uml  of  the  House  of  hepre  tentative*, 

In  reviewing  the  present  state  of  our  coun- 
try, our  attention  cannot  be  withheld  from  the 
effect  produced  by  peculiar  seasons,  which 
have  very  generally  impaired  the  annual  £ifts 
of  the  earth,  and  threaten  scarcity  in  particular 
districts.  Such  however,  is  the  variety  of  soils, 
of  climates,  and  of  pioducts,  within  our  exten- 
sive limits,  that  tlieairffrefraie  resources  lor  sub- 
sistence, are  more  than  sufficient  for  the  ac’gre- 
pate  wants.  And,  as  far  as  an  economy  of  con- 
sumption, more  than  usual,  may  he  necessary, 
our  thankfulness  is  due  to  Providence,  for  what 
is  far  more  than  a compensalit  n,  in  the 
m.irkahle  hcakh  which  has  distinguished  the 
present  year. 

Amidst  the  advantages  which  have  succeed- 
ed the  peace  of  Kurope,  and  that  of  the  Uni- 
ted Sta’es  with  Great  Britain,  m a general  in- 
vigoration  of  industry  among  us,  and  in  the 
extension  of  our  commerce,  the  value  of  which 
is  more  and  more  disclosing  itself  to  commer- 
cial nations,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  a depres- 
sion is  experienced  by  particular  branches  of 
our  manufactures,  and  by  a portion  of  our  navi- 
gation. As  the  first  proceeds,  in  an  essential 
degree,  from  an  excess  of  imported  merchan- 


tlie  national  welfare,  I must,  again,  earnestly  re- 
commend to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a 
re  organization  of  the  militia,  on  a plan  which 
will  form  it  into  classes,  according  to  the  pe- 
ri ds  of  life  more  and  less  adapted  to  military 
services.  An  efficient  militia  is  authorised 
and  contemplated  by  the  constitution,  and  re* 
rjuired  by  the  spirit  and  safety  of  a tree  govern- 
ment. The  present  organization  of  our  mili- 
tia is  universally  regarded  as  less  efficient 
than  it  ought  to  be  made;  and  no  organiza- 
tion can  be  better  calculated  to  give  to  it  its  due 
force,  than  a classification  which  will  assign 
<he  foremost  place  in  the  defence  of  the  coun- 
try, to  that  portion  of  its  citizens,  whose  ac- 
tivity and  animation  best  enable  them  to  rally 
to  its  standard.  Besides  the  consideration 
that  a time  of  peace  is  the  time  when  the 
change  can  be  made  v*  i tli  the  most  conveni- 
ence and  equity,  it  will  now  be  aided  by  the 
experience  of  a recent  war,  in  which  the  mi- 
litia bore  so  interesting  a part. 

Congress  wiji  call  to  mind,  that  no  adequate 
provision  lias  yet  been  made  lor  the  uniformi- 
ty of  weights  :.nd  measures,  also  contemplated 
in  the  constitution.  The  great  utility  of  u 
standard,  fixed  in  its  nature,  and  founded  on 
the  easy  rule  of  decimal  proportions,  is  suffi- 
ciently obvious  It  led  tl.e  governmint,  at  an 
early  stage,  to  preparatory  steps  for  intro- 
ducing it  ; and  a completion  of  the  woik  will 
be  a just  title  to  the  publ  c gratitude.

In  directing  the  legislative  attention  to  the 
slate  of  the  finances,  it  is  a subject  of  great  gra- 
tification to  find,  that,  even  within  the  short  pe- 
riod which  has  elapsed  since  the  return  of  peace 
the  revenue  lias  fair  exceeded  all  the  current 
demands  upon  the  treasury,  and  that,  under  a- 
iiv  probable  diminution  of  its  future  annual  pro- 
duct, which  tlie  vicissitudes  of  commerce  may- 
occasion,  it  will  afford  an  ample  fund  for  the 
effi  etna!  and  early  extinguishment  of  the  pub- 
lic dept.  H has  been  estimated,  that  during 
theyear  1316,  the  actual  receipts  of  the  reve- 
nue at  the  treasury,  including  the  balance  at 
.the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  excluding 
the  proceeds  of  loans  . -iid  treasury  notes,  will 
amount  to  about  the  sum  of  forty-seven  millions 
of  dollars;  that  during  the  same  year,  the  ac- 
tual payments  at  the  treasury  including  the 
payment  of  the  arrearage ^ of  the  War  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  the  payment  of  a considerable 
excess,  beyond  the  annual  appropriation,  will 
amount  to  about  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  mil- 
lions of  dollars;  and  that,  consequently,  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  there  will  be  a surplus  in  the 
treasury  of  about  the  sum  of  nine  millions  of 
dollars. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  continue  to 
be  obstructed  by  difficulties,  arising  f>om  the 
condition  of  the  national  currency  ; but  they

And  may  I not  be  allowed,  to  add  to  this 
gratifying  spectacle,  that  I shall  find,  in  tbe 
character  of  tlie  Ainel'.caii  people,  in  theu'  do 
votion  to  true- libei  ty,  and  lo  the  constitution 
which  is  its  palladium,  sure  presages,  ihat  the 
destined  career  of  my  country  will  exhibit  tv 
government  pursuing  the  public  good  as  its 
sole  object ; and  regulating  its  nio-ns  by  the. 
t reat  principles  colisecraied  in  its  charter,  and 
by  those  moral  principles  to  which  they  are  so 
vvt  ii  allied  : A government  which  watches  o- 

ver  the  purity  of  elections,  the  freedom  of 
speech  and  ot  the  press,  the  iinal  hy  jury,  and 
the  equal  interdict  against  encroachments  and 
compact*  between  religion  and  the-  slate-,  which 
maintains  invioh.bly  tlie  maxims  of  public  faith* 
the  security  of  persons  aiid  property,  and  en- 
courages, in  every  authorised  mode,  that  gene- 
ral diffusion  oi  knowledge  which  gurar.tees  to 
public  liberty  its  permanency*  and  to  those  who 
possess  the  bltSs.ng,  the  true  enjoyment  of  it ; 
A government  winch  avoids  intrusions  on  the 
internal  repose  ol  other  nations,  and  r.  pels  them 
from  its  own  ; which  does  justice  to  all  nations 
with  a readiness*  equal  lo  the  firmness  with 
which  it  requires  justice  from  tinm ; and 
which,  whilst  it  refines  its  domestic  code  front 
every  ingredient  not  congenial  with  Uie  pre- 
cepts ot  an  enlightened  age,  and  the  sentiments 
ot  a virtuous  people,  seek*  by  appeals  to  reason 
and  by  its  liberal  examples,  to  infuse  into 
the  law  which  governs  tlie  civilized  world,  a 
spirit  which  may  diminish  the  frequency,  or 
circumscribe  the  calamities  of  war,  and  melio- 
rate the  social  and  beneficent  relations  of  peace. 
A government,  in  a word,  whose  conduct,  with- 
in or  without,  may  bespeak  the  most  noble  of 
all  ambitions,  that  of  promoting  peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  to  inan. 

These  contemplations  sweetening  the  rem- 
nant of  my  days,  will  animate  my  prayers  for 
the  happiness  of  my  beloved  country,  and  a per- 
petuity of  the  situations  under  which  it  is  en- 
joyed.
